E doubt not but the World belieyes that, in this Great 
and Dangerous ConjunQure, We are heartily and zea - 
louſly concerned for the Proteſtant Religion, the Laws 
of the Land, and the Liberties and Properties of the 
Subjet. And Wedidreaſonably hope, that the King 

having Iſſued His Proclamation, and Writs for a Free Parliament, We might 

havereſted Secure under the Expectation of that Meeting : But His Ma- 


jeſty having withdrawn Himſelf, and as We apprehend, in ordet to His De- 
patture out of this Kingdom, by the Pernicious Counſels of Perfons ill

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AfﬀeRed to Our Nation and Religion ; We cannot, without being wanting 
ro Our Duty, be filent under thoſe Calamities, wherein the Popiſh Coun- 
ſels which ſolong prevailed, have miſerably involved theſe Realms. We 
do therefore Unanimouſly reſolve to apply Our Selves to his Highneſs the 
Prince of O7ange, who with ſo great Kindneſs to theſe Kingdoms, ſo vaſt 
Expence, and (o much hazard to his own Perſon, hath Undertaken, by 
endeavouring to pro-ure a Free Parliament, to reſcue Us, with as little 
Effuſion, as poſſible, of Chriſtian Blood from the imminent Dangers of 
Pgpery and Slavery. 

And We do hereby Declare, That We will, with our utmoſt Endeayours, 
aſſiſt his Highncſs in the obtaining fuch a Parliament with all ſpeed, wherein 
Our Laws, - Our Liberties and Properties may be Secured, the Church of 
Eneland in particular, with a due Liberty to Proreſtant Diſſenters, and in 
general the Proteſtant Religion and Intereſt over the whole World may be 
Supported and Encouraged, to the Glory of God, the Happineſs of the 
Eſtabliſhed Government in theſe Kingdoms, and the Advantage of all 
Princes and States in Chriſtendom, that may be herein concerned. 

Inthe meantime, We will Endeayour to preſerve, as much as in Us lies, 
the Peace and Security of theſe great and populous Cities of London and 
Weſtminſter, and the parts Adjacenr, by taking Care to Diſarm all Papiſts, 
and Secure all Jeſuits and Romilh Prieſts; whoare in and about the ſame.

With His Majeſty's moſt Gracious Anſwer thereunto. 


\ N ] Hereas thelate King James the Second, by the Aſſiſtance of divers 

Evil Counſellors, Judges, and Miniſters Employ'd by Him, did 
endeavour to Subyert and Extirpate the Proteſtant Religion, and the Laws 
and Liberties of this Kingdom ; : 

By Aſſuming and Exerciſing a Power of Diſpenſing with, and Suſpend- 
ing of Laws, and the Execution of Laws, without Conſent of Parliamenr 

By Committing and Proſecuting divers worthy Prelates, for humbly Pe- 
titioning to be Excuſed from concurring to the ſaid aſſumed Power. 

By iſſuing, and cauſing to be Executed, a Commiſſion under the Great 
Seal,tor erecting a Court called. T he Court of Comm:ſſioners for Ecele/taſti- 
cal Cauſes. 

By Levying Money for and to the Uſe of the Crown, by pretenceof Pre. 
rogative, for other time, andinother manner, than the fame was granted 
by Parliament. 

By raiſing and keeping a ſtanding Army within this Kingdom in time of 
Peace, without Conſent of Parliament ; and Quartering Souldiers contrary 
to Law, 

By cauſing ſcyeral Good SubjeRs, being Proteſtants, tobe Diſarmed at 
the ſame time, when Papiſts were both Armed and Imployed contrary to 
Law. 

By violating the Freedom of Elcion of Members to ſerye in Parliament. 
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By proſecutionsin the Court of Kigs-Bench for Matters and Cauſes 

cognizable only in Par zament ; and by divers other Arbitrary and [legal 

Courſes. | | 

And whereas of late years. Partial, Corrupt, and Unqualified Perſons, - 
have been returned and ſerved on Juries in Trials, and particularly divers 
Jurors in Trials for High Treaſon, which were not Freeholders. 

And Exceſſive Bail hath been required of perſons committed in Criminal 
Caſes, toelude the benefit of the Laws made for Liberty ofthe Subjects, 

And Exceſlive Fines have been impoſed. 7 

And lllegal and Cruel Puniſhments inflicted. 

And ſevcral Grants and Promiſes made of Fines and Forteitures before 
any Conviction or Judgment againſt the perſons upon whom the ſame were 
to be levied. 

All which are utterly and directly contrary to the known Lays and Sta- 
tutes, and Freedom of this Realm, 

And whereas the ſaid late King James the Second, having Abdicated the 
the Governmeut, and the Throne being thereby vacant, | 

His Highneſs the Prince of Orange (whom it hath pleaſed Almighty 
God to make the Glorious Inſtrument of Delivering this Kingdom trom 
Popery and Arbitrary Power } did (by the Advice of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and divers principal perfons of the Commons ) cauſe 
Letters to be written to the Lords Spirirual and Temporal, being Prote- 
ſtants, and other Letters to the ſeveral Counties, Citics, Univerſities, Bure 
roughs, and Cinque ports, for the chuſing ſuch perſons to repreſent them, 
as were of Right to be ſent to Parliament, to Meet and Sit at Weſtminſter 
upon the 22d. day of January inthis year 168g. in order to ſuch an Eſta- 
bliſhmear, as that their Religion, Laws and Liberties, might not again 
be in danger of being Subyerted: Upon which Letters EleQions having 


| beenaccordingly made ; 


And thereupon the ſaid Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
purſuanc to their reſpeRive Letters and EleRions, being now Aſſembledin 
a Full and Free Repreſentative of this Nation, taking into their moſt ſerious 
Conſideration the beſt Means for attaining the Ends atoceſaid, do in the firſt 
place (astheir Anceſtors inlike Cafe have uſually done) for the Vindica- 
ting and Aſſerting cheir Antient Rights and Liberties, Declare, 

That the pretended power of Suſpending Laws, or the Execution of 
Laws, by Regal Authority, without Conſentot Parliament, is Illegal. 
That 
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That the pretended Power of Diſpenſing with Laws, or the Execution of 
Laws, by Regal Authority, asit hath been aſſumed and exerciſed of late, 
is Illegal. : Y 

That the Commiſſion tor ereting the late Corr? of Commiſſioners for Ec. 
cle/taſtical Cauſes, and all other Commiſſions and Courts of thelike nature, 
are lllegal and Pernicious. 

T hat levying Money for or to the Uſe of the Crown, by pretence of 
Prerogative, without Grant of Parliament, for longer time, or in other 
manner, than the ſame is or ſhall be granted, is Illegal. 

That it is the Right of the Subjects to Petition the King, and all Com- 
mitments and Proſecutions for ſuch Petitioning are Illegal 

That the raiſing or keeping a _ Army within the Kingdom in time 
ot Peace, unleſs it be with Conſent of Parliament, is againſt Law. 

That the SubjeRs which are Proteſtants may have Arms for their De- 
fence ſuitable to their Condition, and as allowed by Law. 

That EleRion of Members of Parliament ought to be free, 

That the Freedom of Speech, and Debates or Proceedings in Parlia- 
ment, ought not tobe impeached or queſtionedin any Court or place out 
of Parliament. 

That Exceſſive Bail ought notto be required, nor Exceſlive Fines impo- 
ſed, nor cruel and unuſual Puniſhments inflicted. 

That Jurors ought to be duly empannell'd and return'd, and Jurors which 
paſs upon Men in Trials tor High- Treaſon ought to be Freeholders, 
 Thatall Grants and Promiſes of Fines and Forfeitures of particular per- 
ſons before ConviRion, are lllegal and Void. 

Andthat for redreſs of all Grievances, and for the amending, ſtrengthen- 
ing and preſerving ofthe Laws, Parliaments ought to be held trequently, 

| Andthey doclaim, demand, and inſiſt upon all and ſingular the Premi- 
ſes, as their undoubted Rights and Liberties; and that no Declarations, 
Judgments, Doings, or Proceedings, to the prejudice of the people in 
any of the ſaid premiſes, oughtin any wiſe to be drawn hereafter into Con- 
ſequence or Example. 

To which Demand ot their Rights they are particularly encouraged by 
the Declaration of His Highneſs the Prince of Orange. as being the only 
means for obtaining a full redreſs and remedy therein. 

Having therefore an intire Confidence, that His ſaid Highnefs the Prince 
of Orange will perte&t the Deliverance ſo far adyanced by Him, and wil!
